It is only prudent, 
however, to recognize that if the advances of the last few months 
continue—as they seem likely to—the entitre periodical business 
will have to be readjusted—Kansas City Star.

WHICH IS BETTER 
SFLLING METHOD 


The editor of the Riverside Enter- 
prise received the following com- 
munication from an orange grower 
recently and the growers of this 
section will be interested in the re- 
ply of the editor: 


August 24, 1916. 

Editor of the Enterprise, 
Dear Editor: Several editorials 
appeared in your paper upon the 
method of marketing citrus fruit, 


oranges, ete. Otber features enter 
into the consideration of this prob- 
lem. 

Which is better, to sell for cash 
here, or to send all east, awaiting 
the results and risking poorer mar- 
kets? 

Is it advisable, for the grower to 
contract his fruit with any house 
much before selling it? Should not 
the growers be informed of the char} 
acter and management of the differ- 
ent houses? 

For example: Last season one 
man, at the beginning of the month, 
places his fruit in a certain ex- 
change house, to be picked in that 
month, The management either man- 
ages or mismanages, and picks the 
last pick the first day of the follow- 
ing month, without the consent, or 
even the knowledge of the owner 
that it would be placed in the next 
month’s pool, thereby causing a loss 
in the one pick of $300 from what he 
could’ have had for cash at the same 
date. 

In consideration of such examples 
is it not wise to withhold contract- 
ing of fruit until ready for sale so 
that cash here in California could be 
considered with the chances of east- 
ern sales?
